All electrical 
appliances should bear the U L seal show ing 
they passed the standards of tjie Underwri¬ 
ters Laboratories. 

Finally, Chief Burrell cautioned residents 
about turning in false alarms. “We have 
responded to a large amount of false fire 
alarms within the past quarter. I must warn 
that anyone who turns in such an alarm w ill 
be prosecuted to the full extent of the law. 
We had an episode where a false alarm was 
responsible for our losing valuable time in 
responding to a fire. Those who turn in false 
fire alarms must realize they put the lives of 
the city residents, firetruck drivers and 
volunteers into serious danger." 

Burrell noted the central city fire station 
will be open for inspection tours and those 
schools wishing to arrange tours need only 
contact the station or Chief Burrell on the 
non-emergency number: 282-3340.
